Fallowing^ this 
came bundles of literature presumably 
Bolshevik propaganda, and finally a 
number of soldiers descended bearing 
a red Hag they had captured, which 
was burned amid the plaudits of a 
crowd which had gathered. The pro¬ 
ceedings, which had been carried on 
with the utmost good humor, termin¬ 
ated with the arrival of a military po¬ 
lice patrol. No arrests were made. 

The cause of the disturbance was 
the placarding of billboards with 
posters by Winnipeg Social-demo¬ 
crats, many of whom openly profess 
Bolshevist doctrines, inviting fellow 
workingmen to come in thousands to a 
demonstration at the >lajestic Theatre 
to protest against the limitation of free 
speech. Fearing a riot. ‘.he. proprie¬ 
tors locked the doors and adjournment'

Two extensions of the Esquimau & ^inainio Railway with a view 
to open up the boundless resources of timber io the heart of Vancou¬ 
ver Island, are contemplated in the near future.

GERMAN COMMISSION 


Resigns From Armistice Com¬ 
mission; Hohenzollern Loses 
Alsace-Lorraine Property 


Basel, Jan. 27.—General D. von Wln- 
terfeld, a member of the German Ar¬ 
mistice Commission, has resigned, ac¬ 
cording to advices from Berlin. 

Property Sequestrated. 

Parts, Jan. 17.—The commissary of 
the Meta court has placed the property 
of the former German Kaiser In Al¬ 
sace-Lorraine under sequestration. 

The decree of sequestration says at 
the beginning: 

"Whereas Wilhelm IL. a German 
subject, la now In flight owing to the 
victorious advance of the Kntente army 
and has abandoned certain personal 
property In Alsace-Lorraine." 

The property includes Urville Castle, 
with its farm valued at *00.000 franca 
Spartacarts Buried. 

Berlin. Jan. 17.—The bodies of Dr. 
Karl Uebknecht and thirty-three other 
member* of the Bpartacus group of 
Socialists who were killed during the 
recent disorders, were buried In the 
cemetery at Friedrichs Fel den, near 
Berlin, Saturday.

Ottawa. Jan. 6T.—In a further effort 
to improve the conditions on the 
troopships carrying returning soldiers 
to Canada, the Militia Department has 
adopted the plan of attaching ton|ch 
conducting party on board the iAn- 
ships one sergeant-cook, who will look 
after the Department’s interests In the 
feeding of the men by the ships' crewa 

These sergeant-cooks will see to It 
that the food served to the returning 
soldiers is wholesome and served in 
aufildent quantities to comply with 
the Canadian ration scale. They also 
will have general supervision of the 
manner In which the food is served, 
having Instructions to Insist on the 
maximum of cleanliness possible In the 
circumstances. There are Instructions 
also to be present in the diningrooms 
during all media and to investigate 
fully and eympathetioally any ' com¬ 
plaints made by the soldiers. 

The Canadian scale of rations la re¬ 
garded by the authorities as adequate 
and the Militia Department la deter¬ 
mined to see that it is provided under 
wholesome and sanitary conditions by 
the steamship companies.

To ths Editor,—Since the fall of 
1944 «he world has had forcibly and 
painfully brought home to itself the 
truth that the man who produces food 
is of necessity an important -unit In 
the scheme of things. 

Hence the cry. "Back to the land." 
and with the aid of the returned sol¬ 
dier the various governments are 
endeavoring to solve the two-fold 
question of settling agricultural land 
and helping back the soldier Into civil 
life. 

Hut what has been done or planned 
to Induce him or anyone else to stay 
there? If he Is a married man with 
children he will naturally look for 
some means of 'giving his children a 
decent education, but under the condi¬ 
tions the rural schools are blundering 
along in British Columbia, he will soon 
realise what the rural dweller already 
.sec*, vis.: that the rural scholar Is 
distinctly handicapped when compared 
with the city child, seeing that the re¬ 
quirements of city schools are so read¬ 
ily met. May I point a few of the 
cuuses of this generally acknowledged 
state of affairs. 

First—Many of the districts are so 
sparsely settled that they are unable 
to pay a salary sufficient to attract an 
efficient teacher.

The Conference also went on 
record in favor of incorporating the 
League as an integral part of the gen-* 
eral treaty of peace, and admitting to 
the League every ctvlllxed nation 
which can be relied on to promote Us 
objects. 

Belgium. Serbia, Roumsnla. Portu¬ 
gal. Brazil, Siam. China and Czecho¬ 
slovakia protested against the various 
committees being largely restricted to 
the great pgwers. and asked for pro¬ 
portionate representation privileges, 
particularly on bodies dealing with the 
League of Nations, labor and repara¬ 
tion for war damages. Although this 
was a cloud no bigger than a man's 
hand, it threatened at one time to 
grow into a general alignment of the 
small powers against ths five great 
powers. Tbl*. however, was averted by 
M. Clemenceau's good tempered and 
skilful direction. 

Impressive Scene. 

The session had the same impressive 
dignity ss the opening session a week 
before, with a picturesque setting of 
Arabs and Indians as well os a distin¬ 
guished array of Prime Ministers and 
other world figures.
